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Opening  address  delivered  by  President 
Heber  J.  Grant  at  the  99th  Annual 
Conference  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints,  Salt 
Lake  City,  Utah,  5th,  6th,  7th  April, 
1929. 

T  rejoice  to  have  the  opportunity  of 
again  meeting  with  the  Saints  in  general 
conference.  I  am  very  grateful  for  this 
splendid  audience,  con- 
sidering the  inclem- 
ency of  the  weather. 
I  most  earnestly  pray 
that  while  we  are 
assembled  here  to- 
gether the  prayer  that 
has  been  offered  may 
be  answered  and  we 
may  have  a  rich  out- 
pouring of  the  Spirit 
of  the  Lord,  that  those 
who  address  us,  those 
who  offer  prayers  and 
those  who  sing  for  us 
may  be  inspired  and 
blessed  of  our  Heaven- 
ly Father. 

It  has  been  one  of 
the  joys  of  my  life  to 
attend,  from  my  child- 
hood days  until  the 
present  t  i  m  e,  the 
general  conferences  of 
the  Church,  and  to 
partake  of  the  remark- 
able and  wonderful  blessings  that  have 
come  to  us  from  those  who  have  been 
called  upon  to  speak. 

It  is  customary  at  our  annual  confer- 
ences to  give  some  information  regarding 
the  condition  of  the  Church,  financially 
and  otherwise. 

Missionary  Work. 
T   rejoice   to   say   that   our   missionary 
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work  all  over  the  world  is  progressing 
favourably,  and  that  from  every  mission 
we  have  earnest  appeals  for  more  mis- 
sionaries. The  work  is  very  great  and 
we  do  not  have  as  many  labourers  as  we 
would  like  to  have,  notwithstanding  there 
are  more  than  2,000  missionaries  out  in 
the  world  to-day  proclaiming  the  Gospel. 

Chu rch  Exp enditures. 

The  items  that  I 
thought  would  be  of 
special  interest  to  the 
conference  I  have  pre- 
pared : 

Stake  and  Ward 
Purposes — During  the 
past  year  the  Church 
has  expended  more 
than  $1,200,000  for 
the  erection  of  ward 
and  stake  buildings. 
The  people  themselves 
haA'e  contributed  for 
this  same  purpose  over 
$1,000,000. 

Had  the  means  been 
available  we  could 
have  expended  as 
much  more,  by  re- 
sponding to  all  the 
calls  that  have  come  to 
us  for  funds  with 
which  to  construct 
church  edifices.  Rut 
inasmuch  as  the  tithes 
of  the  people  have  not  increased  in  pro- 
portion to  the  applications  for  funds  (in 
fact,  the  tithes  have  increased  very  little, 
while  the  expenditures  have  increased  over 
$500,000)  we  have  been  unable  to  do  all 
that  we  should  have  liked  to  do. 

Up  until  about  twelve  years  ago  no 
more  than  $300,000  in  any  one  year  was 
ever  contributed  by  the  Church  to  assist 
in  building  meeting  houses. 
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Education. — There  has  been  expended 
more  than  $900,000  for  the  construction 
and  operation  of  Church  schools, 
seminaries,  and  the  two  institutes  that 
have  been  erected. 

Missions. — For  the  maintenance  and 
operation  of  missions  and  for  the  erection 
of  places  of  worship  and  other  buildings 
in  the  missions,  there  has  been  expended 
over  $900,000. 

Charity. — The  total  expenditure  for 
charity  rendered  by  the  Church,  including 
disbursements  from  fast  offerings,  and 
assistance  rendered  by  the  Relief  Societies, 
is  more  than  $800,000. 

Missionary  Work. — Various  wards  have 
assisted  the  missionaries  by  contributions 
of  over  $100,000,  principally  for  the  pur- 
pose of  sending  them  to  their  fields  of 
labour. 

More  than  2,000  missionaries  have  been 
sustained  in  the  mission  field  at  the  ex- 
pense of  their  families,  at  an  average  cost 
per  missionary  of  at  least  $40  per  month, 
or  $960,000  a  year;  to  say  nothing  about 
the  value  of  the  missionaries'  time,  which 
I  am  sure  would  be  more  than  double  this 
amount,  as  they  could  earn  on  an  average 
more  than  twice  their  expenses. 

Seminaries  versus  Church  Schools. 

There  are  to-day  12,500  students  in  our 
seminaries  and  3,800  students  in  our 
Church  schools.  It  is  costing  more  than 
twice  as  much  to  support  the  3,800 
students  in  the  Church  schools  as  it  is  to 
support  the  12,500  students  in  the 
seminaries.  It  costs  over  ten  times  as 
much  per  capita  to  give  the  same  amount 
of  religious  instruction  in  our  Church 
schools  as  is  given  in  our  seminaries. 

It  is  only  fair  to  say  that  the  religious 
instruction  given  in  our  seminaries  is 
equally  as  extensive  and  as  thorough  as 
that  given  in  our  Church  schools.  We 
have  appeals  from  all  over  the  Church, 
wherever  Church  schools  are  located,  that 
we  do  not  close  these  institutions.  The 
people  in  each  stake  feel  that  their  parti- 


cular school  is  the  one  that  ought  not  to 
be  closed.  While  we  are  expending  more 
now  and  have  done  so  for  the  past  three 
years  than  all  the  tithes  paid  by  the  people 
in  the  various  stakes  of  Zion  from  Canada 
to  Mexico,  it  is  an  impossibility  to  further 
extend  our  seminary  system — which  has 
been  greatly  expanded  in  the  last  three 
years — and  still  continue  our  Church 
schools.  When  you  stop  to  reflect  that 
it  only  costs  a  little  less  than  one-tenth 
as  much  to  educate  our  young  people 
religiously  in  the  seminaries  as  it  does  in 
the  Church  schools,  you  will  realise  that 
we  are  justified  in  curtailing  our  schools 
and  in  enlarging  our  seminaries — when  we 
can  give  for  the  same  amount  as  much 
if  not  a  little  more  religious  education  to 
ten  people  in  a  seminary  as  we  can  give 
to  one  person  in  a  school.  We  would  be 
delighted  if  it  were  possible  not  only  to 
keep  each  and  every  one  of  the  Church 
schools  operating,  but  to  have  more  of 
them.  I  am  sure  that  figuratively  speak- 
ing it  breaks  the  heart  of  the  presidency 
and  of  each  and  all  of  the  general  authori- 
ties of  the  Church  to  close  any  one  of  the 
Church  schools.  We  appreciate  the 
wonderful  labours  that  have  been  accom- 
plished and  the  wonderful  good  that  has 
been  done  in  these  schools,  but  we  cannot, 
without  facing  a  deficit,  continue  to  ex- 
pend three  or  four  times  as  much  money 
for  building  meeting  houses  and  Church 
schools  with  only  a  very  slight  increase 
in  our  tithes. 

Because  of  these  facts  we  would  like 
the  people  to  understand  that  in  closing 
Church  schools  and  opening  seminaries 
we  shall  be  able  to  give  religious  instruc- 
tion to  about  ten  times  as  many  students.

These  figures  speak  very  well  for  the 
Church.  The  first  great  commandment  of 
the  Lord,  given  to  our  first  parents,  was 
to  multiply  and  replenish  the  earth. 
When  it  comes  to  the  death  rate,  we  have 
one  of  the  lowest  of  any  people,  showing 
that  we  must  be  observing  the  laws  of 
health — and  the  laws  of  health  are  the 
laws  of  God. 

I  have  often  said  in  my  public  addresses 
out  in  the  world  that  when  it  comes  to 
vital  statistics,  such  as  a  high  birth  rate, 
a  low  death  rate,  a  low  insanity  rate,  a 
low  divorce  rate,  in  fact  all  the  vital 
statistics  that  go  to  show  that  a  people  are 
a  worthy  and  good  people,  we  are  making 


no  apology  to  any  one  upon  the  face  of  the 
earth. 

Church  Institutes. 

Speaking  of  education  in  our  semin- 
aries, we.  rejoice  in  the  erection  during 
the  past  year  of  an  institute  at  Moscow, 
Idaho,  where  the  young  Latter-day  Saints 
who  are  attending  the  University  of  Idaho 
can  receive  education  religiously.  We 
rejoice  that  only  last  Sunday  an  institute 
was  dedicated  where  the  young  people 
attending  the  Agricultural  college  at 
Logan  can  have  the  opportunity  of  receiv- 
ing religious  training. 

Importance  of  Religious  Training. 

One  of  the  outstanding  characters  in 
the  United  States  of  America  is  Honor- 
able James  J.  Davis,  Secretary  of  Labor. 
He  has  this  to  say  regarding  religious 
training : 

"  Morality  needs  a  religious  base.  A 
man  can  not  be  truly  moral  unless  he  is 
at  the  same  time  deeply  religious.    *   *    * 

"  Men  may  say  what  they  will,  but  we 
shall  never  have  a  morality  that  respects 
the  rights  and  integrity  of  others  unless 
our  morality  has  a  religious  sanction.  To 
put  morality  on  anything  but  a  religious 
basis  is  to  build  on  sand.  It  is  religion 
that  gives  vision,  strength,  inspiration, 
and  without  it  we  are  nothing.    *    *    * 

"  I  have  children  of  my  own,  and  I 
want  them  to  grow  up  into  men  and 
women  who  believe  that  religion  has  a 
genuine  message  for  them,  as  it  has  for 
me.  I  don't  want  them  to  develop  into 
atheists  and  materialists.  If  there  is  no 
truth  in  the  teachings  of  religion  that 
have  come  down  to  us,  of  what  earthly 
use  would  life  be?  If  the  world  were 
under  the  control  of  blind  forces  operating 
without  any  direction,  if  there  were  no 
plan  behind  the  creation  of  the  world  and 
man,  and  if  after  our  little  span  of  life 
here  we  were  to  lie  down  for  eternity  in 
a  dreamless  sleep,  then  I  do  not  see  what 
inspiration  life  would  have  for  any  of  us.

"It  is  the  plants  we  prize  that  need  our

care.     So  it  is  with  the  young.     Nobody 

needs  to  train  his  son  to  be  vicious.    Let 

him  go  without  training,  and  he  will  be 

that  of  his  own  accord.     But  virtue  has 

to  be  cultivated,  and  we  can  never  succeed 

in  that  if  we  let  go  our  hold  on  religion. 

"  No  nation  ever  lived  and  prospered 

without   a  religious  faith   of   some   sort. 
*   *    * 

"  No  people  has  ever  found  a  purely 
intellectual  education  enough  in  itself.  A 
man  may  be  ever  so  highly  cultivated  and 
still  be  a  bad  citizen.  One  of  the  greatest 
scholars  of  his  day,  Lord  Bacon,  took 
bribes  as  a  judge  on  the  bench,  and  even- 
tually found  himself  a  prisoner  in  the 
Tower  of  London.  Probably  the  poet  went 
too  far  in  his  indictment,  but  we  see  the 
wit  in  the  judgment  he  passed  on  the 
man,  as  '  Brightest,  wisest,  meanest  of 
mankind/     *     *     * 

"  As  institutions  where  facts  may  be 
learned,  our  schools  are  worthy  of  all 
praise.  But  facts  are  not  everything. 
They  are  not  even  the  most  important 
things  in  life.  One  might  pack  into  his 
head  every  fact  to  be  known,  and  yet  never 
even  glimpse  the  kingdom  of  truth. 

"  I  would  plead  for  a  conception  of 
education  large  enough  to  take  into  itself 
everything  that  deepens  the  human  con- 
sciousness, that  inspires  the  human  soul, 
and  gives  one  a  vision  of  the  eternities. 
This,  a  moral  education,  to  use  the  word 
in  the  highest  sense,  will  do.  As  every 
historian  can  show,  morals  divorced  from 
religion  are  sorry  affairs  without  any 
point.  But  morals  not  so  divorced  can 
rise  to  the  height  that  religion  itself  has 
attained/' 

Statement  by  Coolidge. 

Ex-President  Coolidge  made  the  follow- 
ing statements : — 

"  Our  doctrine  of  equality  and  liberty, 
and  humanity  and  charity,  comes  from 
our  belief  in  the  brotherhood  of  man 
through  the  fatherhood  of  God.  The 
whole  foundation  of  enlightened  civilisa- 
tion, in  government,  in  society,  and  in 
business,   rests   on   religion.      Unless   out 


people  are  thoroughly  instructed  in  its 
great  truths  they  are  not  fitted  either  to 
understand  our  institutions  or  to  provide 
them  with  adequate  support.  For  our 
independent  colleges  and  secondary  schools 
to  be  neglected  of  their  responsibilities  in 
this  direction  is  to  turn  their  graduates 
loose  with  simply  an  increased  capacity 
to  prey  upon  each  other.  Such  a  derelic- 
tion of  duty  would  put  in  jeopardy  the 
whole  fabric  of  society.  For  our  chartered 
institutions  of  learning  to  turn  back  to 
the  material  and  neglect  the  spiritual 
would  be  treason,  not  only  to  the  cause 
for  which  they  were  founded  but  to  man 
and  to  God." 

"  We  cannot  remind  ourselves  too  often 
that  our  right  to  be  free,  the  support  of 
our  principles  of  justice,  our  obligations 
to  each  other  in  our  domestic  affairs,  and 
our  duty  to  humanity  abroad,  the  confid- 
ence in  each  other  necessary  to  support 
our  social  and  economic  relations,  and 
finally,  the  fabric  of  our  government  itself, 
all  rest  on  religion. 

"  Its  importance  cannot  be  stressed  too 
often  or  emphasised  too  much." 

The  Value  of  the  Gospel. 

I  believe  that  I  can  say  without  fear 
of  contradiction  that  we  as  a  people 
demonstrate  by  our  actions  that  our 
religion  is  dearer  to  us  and  of  more 
actual  value  than  is  the  religion  of  any 
other  people  in  the  world  to  them.  Where 
can  you  find  a  people,  2,000  persons  of 
whom  are  giving  their  time  and  their 
attention  without  money  and  without 
price,  labouring  to  bring  others  to  a  know- 
ledge of  the  Gospel?  I  am  sure  that  we 
realise  the  force  of  the  statement  made 
in  that  wonderful  and  remarkable  revela- 
tion given  to  David  Whitmer  and  Oliver 
Cowdery : 

"  Remember,  the  worth  of  souls  is  great 
in  the  sight  of  God; 

"  For,  behold,  the  Lord  your  Redeemer 
suffered  death  in  the  flesh;  wherefore  He 
suffered  the  pain  of  all  men,  that  all  men 
might  repent  and  come  unto  Him. 
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"  And  He  hath  risen  again  from  the 
dead,  that  He  might  bring  all  men  unto 
Him,  on  conditions  of  repentance. 

"  Wherefore,  you  are  called  to  cry  re- 
pentance unto  this  people. 

"  And  if  it  so  be  that  you  should  labour 
all  your  days  in  crying  repentance  unto 
this  people,  and  bring,  save  it  be  one  soul 
unto  Me,  how  great  shall  be  your  joy  with 
Him  in  the  kingdom  of  My  Father ! 

"  And  now,  if  your  joy  will  be  great 
with  one  soul  that  you  have  brought  unto 
Me  in  the  kingdom  of  My  Father,  how 
great  will  be  your  joy  if  you  should  bring 
many  souls  unto  Me  !  " 

We  are  bringing  many  souls  unto  a 
knowledge  of  the  Gospel.  I  rejoice  beyond 
all  the  power  which  God  has  given  me 
to  express  my  feelings,  that  the  Latter- 
Day  Saints  in  every  land  and  in  every 
clime,  all  over  the  world  wherever  the 
Gospel  has  gone,  have  been  blessed  with 
a  testimony,  with  a  knowledge  of  the 
divinity  of  the  work  in  which  we  are 
engaged.  I  never  have  heard  and  never 
expect  to  hear  the  song,  "  We  Thank  Thee, 
0  God,  for  a  Prophet,  to  Guide  Us  in 
These  Latter  Days/'  but  what  my  heart 
goes  out  in  gratitude  to  God  for  choosing 
that  wonderful  young  man,  Joseph  Smith, 
to  restore  to  the  earth  again  the  Gospel 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  plan  of  life 
and  salvation.  I  rejoice  that  the  mis- 
sionaries who  have  been  going  out  to  pro- 
claim this  Gospel  for  ninety-nine  long 
years  have  gone  out  under  the  inspiration 
of  the  living  God,  that  they  have  declared 
that  which  they  knew  to  be  true;  and 
that  in  every  nation  under  heaven  where 
the  Gospel  has  gone,  honest  men  and 
honest  women,  in  answer  to  their  own 
prayers  and  their  supplications  to  "God, 
have  been  blessed  with  the  light  and  the 
knowledge  of  the  Gospel,  and  of  the 
divinity  of  the  mission  of  Joseph  Smith 
the  prophet. 

May  God  bless  us  during  our  assembly 
here  to-day,  and  inspire  all  those  who 
shall  speak  to  us,  is  my  humble  prayer, 
and  I  ask  it  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ.

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THE  ANGEL'S  MESSAGE.

One  cold  night  in  the  winter  of  1923 
three  elders  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints  held  the  first  public 
meeting  which  had  been  conducted  by  our 
elders  in  New  Glasgow,  Nova  Scotia.  At 
this  meeting  one  of  the  elders  spoke  at 
length  on  the  fulfillment  of  Bible  pro- 
phecies in  the  coming  forth  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon.  At  the  conclusion  of  his  dis- 
course, a  man  in  the  audience  arose  and 
commenced  to  make  objections  to  this 
divine  record.  For  nearly  a  half  hour 
he  spoke  in  a  rambling  and  indefinite  way. 
He  urged  a  number  of  vague  criticisms. 
When  he  took  his  seat  the  elder  walked 
down  to  him  and  handed  him  a  Bible, 
opened  at  Revelation  14 :  6-7,  and  asked 
him  to  read  the  text.  While  he  looked 
intently  at  the  page  the  elder  remarked : 

"  One  of  three  things  is  true  about  this 
prophecy.  It  has  been  fulfilled,  or  it  is 
going  to  be  fulfilled,  or  else  part  of  your 
Bible  is  not  true.  What  do  you  say 
about  it  ?  " 

"  Well,  the  prophecy  is  there  all  right/' 
the  man  replied  faintlv,  "  I  can't  deny  the 
Bible." 

"Yes,  the  prophecy  is  truly  in  the  Bible. 
Here  it  is : 

"  And  I  saw  another  angel  flying  in  the 
midst  of  heaven,  having  the  everlasting 
Gospel  to  preach  unto  them  that  dwell  on 
the  earth,  and  to  every  nation,  and 
kindred,  and  tongue,  and  people, 

"  Saying  with  a  loud  voice,  Pear  God, 
and  give  glory  to  him ;  for  the  hour  of  his 
judgment  is  come;  and  worship  him  that 
made  heaven,  and  earth,  and  the  sea,  and 
the  fountains  of  waters." 

These  two  verses  are  undoubtedly 
prophetic.  The  language  refers  definitely 
and  certainly  to  future  events.  The 
Revelator  is  not  referring  to  something 
that  had  happened.  Nor  is  he  speaking  of 
something  that  was  taking  place  in  his 
day.  He  is  writing  specifically  of  some- 
thing of  world  wide  moment  that  should 


take  place  in  the  last  days,  in  the  days  of 
"  God's  judgment." 

Nor  is  the  meaning  of  the  prophecy 
obscure.  Read  it  again.  It  speaks  very 
clearly  of  four  important  things:  (1)  An 
angel,  or  heavenly  messenger,  was  to  "  liy 
in  the  midst  of  heaven";  (2)  this  angel 
should  bring  "  the  everlasting  gospel " ; 
(2)  this  gospel  should  be  "preached  to 
every  nation,  kindred,  tongue  and  people" ; 
(4)  the  angel  should  warn  the  world  to 
"  fear  God  and  give  glory  to  Mm." 

Has  this  prophecy  been  fulfilled?  Let 
us  see.  In  the  year  1830,  over  1,700  years 
after  John  wrote  this  prophecy,  Joseph 
Smith  gave  to  the  world  the  Book  of 
Mormon.  He  solemnly  and  positively 
declared  that  he  had  translated  the  book, 
by  divine  inspiration,  from  a  record 
written  in  an  ancient  language,  on  gold 
plates ;  that  these  plates  had  been  delivered 
to  him  by  an  angel;  and  that  the  book 
contains  the  everlasting  Gospel  which 
Christ  had  preached  to  the  forefathers 
of  the  American  Indians. 

It  is  now  nearly  a  hundred  years  since 
this  book  was  first  published.  To-day 
over  half  a  million  high-minded  and  in- 
telligent people  accept  the  book  as  in  fact 
and  truth  the  "  everlasting  Gospel " 
brought  to  the  earth  by  an  angel.  These 
people  most  devoutly  believe  that  the  book 
came  into  the  world  in  literal  fulfillment 
of  John's  prophecy.  But  this  is  not  half 
the  story.  These  people  have  for  nearly 
a  century,  earnestly  and  persistently, 
striven  to  declare  the  message  contained 
in  the  book  to  "  every  nation,  kindred, 
tongue,  and  people."  At  the  present  time 
they  are  maintaining  at  great  expense 
about  2,000  missionaries  in  the  field.  This 
host  of  zealous  workers  are  enthusiastically 
declaring,  in  every  civilised  nation  of  the 
world,  that  the  angel  of  John's  prophecy 
has  come  with  the  "everlasting  Gospel." 

Moreover,  the  Book  of  Mormon  has  had 
the  very  effect  the  angel's  message  should 
have  upon  those  who  would  believe  it. 
We  are  told  that  the  angel  would  say  with 
a  loud  voice :  "  Fear  God.  and  give  glory 
to  him."    From  this  language  it  is  certain 
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that  the  angel's  message  would  lead  those 
who  accept  it  to  glorify  God.  It  would 
inspire  in  their  hearts  a  deeper  love  and 
reverence  for  their  Maker.  Has  the  Book 
of  Mormon  had  this  effect  upon  those  who 
believe  it?  Let  the  facts  speak.  The 
Latter-day  Saints  give  more  generously 
per  capita  than  any  other  people  for  the 
advancement  of  God's  truth  in  the  world. 
At  their  own  expense,  they  send  their  sons 
and  daughters  to  the  very  ends  of  the 
earth  to  call  people  to  fear  God,  and 
glorify  his  name.  These  great  sacrifices 
for  the  glory  of  God  led  a  noted  Eastern 
educator  to  say :  "  The  Latter-day  Saints 
put  the  church  first  and  their  private 
interests  second."  Is  not  this  what  the 
Revelator  foresaw  by  prophetic  foresight  ? 

Some  years  ago  I  had  a  long  conversa- 
tion with  an  eminent  divine  in  Altanta, 
Georgia,  concerning  the  divinity  of  the 
Book  of  Mormon.  In  the  course  of  our 
exchange  of  ideas  the  preacher  asked: 
"Are  there  any  predictions  in  the  Bible 
of  the  coming  of  such  a  book  ?  " 

I  told  him  that  there  were,  and  quoted 
the  6th  verse  of  the  14th  chapter  of 
Revelation. 

As  soon  as  I  had  reached  the  last  word 
of  the  text,  the  preached  said  quite 
earnestly :  "  But  there  is  no  proof  that  this 
angel  came  to  Joseph  Smith."  I  picked 
up  the  Book  of  Mormon  and  said :  "  Here 
is  the  proof." 

Truly  the  book  itself  is  the  convincing 
"proof"  that  it  fulfils  John's  prophecy. 
The  book  purports  to  be  the  "  everlasting 
Gospel"  brought  to  the  earth  by  an  angel. 
There  is  no  other  record  for  which  this 
high  claim  is  made.  The  book  is  actually 
and  in  truth  accepted  by  a  great  people 
as  the  fulfillment  of  John's  prophecy. 

The  people  who  have  received  it  are 
persistently  and  earnestly  declaring  its 
message  to  all  the  world.  It  has  already 
been  translated  into  seventeen  different 
languages. 

In  the  light  of  these  most  significant 
facts  we  do  not  ask  people  to  believe  our 
mere  recital  of  these  things.  We  make  a 
much  bolder  challenge.    We  ask  the  world 


to  look  and  see  what  has  happened  before 
their  very  eyes.  Are  not  these  the  very 
things  which  John  foresaw,  by  divine  in- 
spiration, over  seventeen  centuries  before 
they  happened? 

I  had  a  long  conversation  one  way  with 
a  very  intelligent  but  sceptical  friend  on 
the  fulfillment  of  the  prediction  in  Rev. 
14 :  6-?.  After  I  had  mentioned  the 
different  particulars  in  which  the  coming 
forth  of  the  Book  of  Mormon  corresponded 
with  the  Revelator's  prophecy,  I  asked: 

"  Can  you  think  of  a  single  circum- 
stance, lacking  in  the  story  of  the  coming 
forth  of  the  Book  of  Mormon,  to  make 
it  a  complete,  perfect  fulfillment  of  John's 
prophecy  ?  " 

"  No,"  my  friend  replied  quietly. 

"  Why  then  do  you  not  accept  it  as  a 
divine  revelation  ?  "  I  asked. 

"  Because  the  very  perfect  agreement 
between  the  story  of  the  production  of  the 
Book  of  Mormon  and  John's  prophecy 
proves  it  was  all  designed  by  Satan." 

According  to  this  friend's  way  of  think- 
ing, the  very  perfection  of  a  plan  and 
design  for  inducing  people  to  believe  in 
God  and  honour  him,  is  proof  that  the 
plan  was  devised  by  the  arch-enemy  of 
God! 

Surely  there  is  a  better  explanation  of 
this  marvellous,  perfect  correspondence 
between  John's  prophecy  and  its  manifest 
fulfillment  in  our  day.  There  is  a  more 
rational  way  to  account  for  this  age-old 
prophecy  becoming  actual  history  before 
our  eyes.  Is  it  not  more  sensible  to  believe 
that  the  unerring  wisdom  of  Him  who 
shapes  the  destiny  of  men  and  nations 
planned  these  things,  and  made  the  divine 
plan  come  true? 

It  cannot  be  said  that  these  things  just 
happened.  They  could  not  have  come 
about  by  mere  chance.  The  prophecy  was 
written  about  100  A.D.  Its  marvellous 
and  literal  fulfillment  took  place  over 
1,700  years  after  the  forecast  was  com- 
mitted to  writing.  Here  is  a  mighty  plan 
that  spans  seventeen  centuries.  Here  is 
a  scheme  of  events  which  no  finite  mind 
could  plan  and  bring  to  pass.     Surely  He 
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who  knows  the  end  from  the  beginning 
ordained  and  brought  these  things  to  pass. 
It  was  divine  foresight  that  gave  the 
prophet  the  power  to  foresee  these  mar- 
vellous things  so  far  in  the  future.  It  was 
divine  inspiration  that  gave  to  the  latter- 
day  prophet  the  power  to  translate  the 
record. 

The  Book  of  Mormon  fits  into  and  is 
a  part  of  the  divine  plan  of  the  ages.  In 
the  Revelator's  divinely  inspired  prophecy 
we  have  proof  of  the  truth  of  the  poet's 
words : 

"  Deep  in  unfathomable  mines 
Of  never  failing  skill, 
He  treasures  up  his  bright  designs 
And  works  his  sovereign  will."
